HARBOR BOULEVARD 

Traffic on Harbor boulevard, 
from Anaheim to West First 
street, Santa Ana, is light, carry¬ 
ing but from 1500 to 2000 cars 
daily. Yet this stretch of road, 
as compared to Huntington Beach 
boulevard and Newport road, is 
3.25 times more dangerous than 
Huntington Beach boulevard and 
5.75 times more dangerous than 
Newport road. The contributing 
cause Is failure to make boule¬ 
vard stops, which account for 65 
per cent of all accidents on this 
highway. 

The predominating cause of ac¬ 
cidents on Huntington Beach boul¬ 
evard is failure to make boulevard 
stops, with intoxication next. The 
latter cause is 1% times greater 
than speed. This road carries a 
daily traffic of from 5000 to 7500 
cars. 

On West Seventeenth street, 
from Santa Ana to Bolsa road, 
failure to make boulevard stops 
accounted for 69 per cent of all 
crashes, with 62 per cent of the 
accidents occurring from 6 p. m. 
to midnight. This stretch carries 
a traffic load of from 2000 to 3000 
cars daily. 

On the Coast highway from 
Huntington Beach to Seal Beach, 
37.5 per cent of the accidents 
can be charged to speed, with 40 
per cent of the accidents taking 
place from midnight to 6 a. m. 
This road carries a traffic load 
of from 7500 to 11,500 cars each 
day. 

Speed and failure to make boul¬ 
evard stops account for 82 per 
cent of the accidents on Orange- 
thorpe, from Placentia avenue to 
the county line. Traffic is light, 
comparing evenly with that of 
Harbor boulevard, 1500 to 2000 
cars a day. 

General confusion seems to di¬ 
rect the driving on Manchester 
from Anaheim to the county line. 
Captain Meehan said. Confusion 
is a contributing factor to wrecks 
on this road, with the greatest 
number of accidents occurring 
from noon to 6 p. m. Traffic load 
is 7500 to 11,500 cars. 

Another “general confusion" 
highway is the county hospital 
road to Ball road on 101 highway 
and Manchester. Reports indi- 
j cated that "stripe straddling” con¬ 
tributes to many wrecks. This 
highway is unusual as to time, 
because 83 per cent of the acci¬ 
dents take place between 6 a. m.

Hi¬ 
ram Johnson (R., Cal.) demanding 
the President state his foreign pol¬ 
icy intention in “plain language," 
and asserting America was enter¬ 
ing the conference undoubtedly 
with a prior understanding with 
Great Britain. 

Johnson's statement that the 
“ambulatory” Ambassador Davis 
would not be going to Brussels

Tony Sylvester is an 
diver, supplying California's mar¬ 
ket with the most difficult to se¬ 
cure of all sea foods. 

Many dangers face the diver 
working far below the surface of 
the sea. One marvels that the 
food is available at all. The bat¬ 
tling octupus and the man-eating 
shark are a few of the things Tony 
must guard against. 

Early every morning the Sylves¬ 
ter brothers and their helper, Joe 
Serpa, head out to sea. Brother 
Joe manages the 30-foot motor- 
boat. Albert and Joe, the helper, 
spend 15 minutes dressing Tony in 
his diving suit. 

GROTESQUE FIGURE 

Clad in the heavy rubber suit, 
Tony, is a grotesque figure. The 
specially made iron and wooden 
shoes weigh 25 pounds each. An | 
iron breast plate supports the 
heavymetal helmet, and suspended 
from the breast plate are 100 
pounds of weight against his chest 
and back. For the next five or 
six hours Tony is a strange laborer 
in a gloomy world under the sea. 

Hundreds of harmless fish shoal 
around the strange creature, as 
Tony, lying flat on the rocks, prys 
the abalone away. Strange crea¬ 
tures of the sea that human eyes 
have never seen peer at Tony as 
he works. 

A calm sea above means nothing 
to Tony down below. The eternal 
pull of the tide is ever present on 
the bottom. Tony is absolutely at 
the mercy of the sea during the 
full moon season. The great ground 
swells at that time tear him 
from the rocks and toss his for¬ 
ward and back. His shoulders, 
arms and legs are a mass of 
bruises from the pounding on the 
rocks. The diver must purchase a 
new suit every few months as the 
rocks soon tear them to shreds. 
The ground swells are so strong 
that Tony in his weighted suit is 
no more than a chip of wood to 
old Father Neptune. 

“BROTHER'S KEEPER" 

“His brother's keeper" is aptly 
used in reference to Joe and Albert 
Sylvester. Joe, the pipe-smoking 
brother, calmly attends the motor 
pumping the life-preserving air to 
his brother far below. Albert, the 
youngest brother, never relaxes 
his hold on the life line fastened 
to a belt around Tony's waist. 

Tony signals to Albert on the 
life line when his bag is full of 
abalone. Albert lowers slack in 
the line, sending down an empty 
bag. 

Joe cannot leave the motor and 
Albert must not leave the life 
line. So Joe Serpa the helper 
| measures and loads the abalone 
j into the hold of the boat. 

Fish and game laws protect the 
| young abalone. They must be at 
| least eight inches across. The 
abalone grows an inch a year. The 
i abalone, sold only within the state 
j of California, are at least eight 
vears old. 

UNDERSEA ENEMY 

An octupus with arms 10 feet 
across decided to investigate the 
stranger invading its domain. The 
diver struck one of its long arms 
with his prying knife and instant¬ 
ly the octupus wrapped its arms 
about the diver. 

Frantically signaling for help 
from above, at the same time 
turning the valve to inflate his 
suit with air. the diver shot to 
1 the top with his hideous compan¬ 
ion tightly wrapped about him. 
The octupus loosened its hold at 
the surface and grabbed the keel 
of the boat.

The nitrogen forms 
gas bubbles in his veins when 
the pressure is released, causing 
him to have “bends” (cramps!. 
To avoid the bends Tony comes 
up three feet and rests five min¬ 
utes. 

Breathing high pressure air for 
hours at a time, causes Tony to 
fall asleep as soon as he breathes 
fresh air again. Nature's sure 
way of repairing the damage to 
his system. 

Tony accidentally discovered how 
to talk to another diver under 
water. Working in the same vi¬ 
cinity at the bottom of the sea, 
the divers fell against each other 
striking their helmets together. 
The divers exclaimed aloud and 
were astounded that their voices 
carried distinctly. The divers con¬ 
tinued to experiment and found 
they could talk only when the 
helmets were touching. 

There are 28 divers working off 
the California coast.

School districts, again finan¬ 
cially embarrassed, today had laid 
before the board of supervisors 
an appeal for a loan of more 
funds, to carry them through un¬ 
til tax money comes in next 
month. 

School Superintendent Ray Ad- 
kinson appeared before the board 
yesterday afternoon, saying the 
former allotments had run out, 
and school districts again were 
faced with the prospect of regis¬ 
tering warrants at five per cent 
unless supervisors found some 
funds which might be used. 

Funds available for the school 
uses in the county treasury in¬ 
clude S75.000 in the unbudgeted 
reserve, $47,000 in the general un¬ 
apportioned fund, and $25,000 in 
the general reserve.

Supervisors, under tCe 
law, are required to transfer mon¬ 
ey to the school district funds un¬ 
less the money is needed for im¬ 
mediate county expenditures.

Appointed to a committee for 
revising the militia laws of the 
colony of Rhode Island “as soon as 
may be,” Greene enlisted in the 
Kentish Guards as a private in 
December, 1774. The Kentish 
Guards was a newly organized 
military body, knowing next to 
nothing about military matters. 
To overcome this, Green went to 
Boston, then occupied by the Brit¬ 
ish, and there managed to induce 
an English deserter to return to 
Rhode Island with him for the 
purpose of becoming drlllmaster 
for the Guards. 

When the Revolution began a 
few months later, Rhode Island 
hastily provided for the raising of 
an army of 1500 men. In recogni¬ 
tion of Private Greene’s help and 
ability shown in developing the 
Kentish Guards, he was given a 
commission as brigadier-general in 
(he army, dated .May 8, 1775—five 
months after he had enlisted as a 
private!

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Save a Beautiful Civic Asset 

One of the most attractive things about our city, and 
certainly one that appeals most to visitors, is the beautiful 
highway entrance on Santa Ana boulevard with its long 
stretch of orchards, shrubbery and flowers. 

The northern highway gate is an outstanding civic 
asset today because when the artery first was cut through, 
the wise men on city council at that time zoned the street 
against business. 

They knew that if it was thrown open to trade, the 
whole length would be lined in almost no time with serv¬ 
ice stations, hot dog stands and shacks. 

In recent weeks there has been a campaign on the 
part of a few to kill this wise municipal provision and 
throw the street open to business. 

The present council has referred the matter to the 
planning commission for decision. 

At the same time, however, there has been consider¬ 
able talk of hiring an expert planning consultant to cor¬ 
rect the many mistakes that have been made here in the 
past as well as to preserve those good things of which we 
boast from further unwise interference. 

Wouldn’t it be a good idea to leave Santa Ana boule¬ 
vard in its present beautiful state, free from cheap build¬ 
ings and gasoline pumps, until such time as the planning 
expert matter is settled? 

There’s no use in further upsetting local property con¬ 
ditions here until two much-needed steps are taken: 

1. A reasonable zoning system is adopted. 

2. The system is properly enforced. 

By all means, let’s not slip any further back than 
we have already in this matter of intelligent city planning. 

The Japanese have finally admitted they are 
making war on China. It’s a relief to know all those 
children weren’t bombed by accident. 


Make It Fool-Proof 


To whichever official writes the highway signs, we’d 
like to make a suggestion. 

Those double white or orange lines which began ap¬ 
pearing a year or so ago between lanes on steep grades 
are, to our way of thinking, one of the best accident pre¬ 
vention measures to be adopted lately. But, generally, 
they are marked, “No Passing Over Double Line.” A lot 
of drivers interpret this to mean that they are forbidden 
only to cross the double line when passing another car, 
and that otherwise they may disregard it. 

Of course, that is not so, or at least it is our under¬ 
standing that motorists are not supposed to cross the lines 
at all. Then why not change the signs to say: “Don’t 
Cross Double Line”? It will be less confusing and will 
save a little paint. 

Also, while we’re on the subject, why not tear down 
those round red and white signs, at a distance resembling 
boulevard stop markers, which a bottled beverage com¬ 
pany has stuck up in many places at the highway mar¬ 
gins? Driving has enough dangers and distractions with¬ 
out this one.

Two-Headed Nails 

In these days when electric toothbrushes and such¬ 
like gadgets come along in a steady stream to attract 
attention, we had somehow overlooked the fact that there 
is a new type of nail on the market. 

Or, maybe, it isn’t absolutely new; at least, it is new 
to us. We never saw one until yesterday when we were 
walking by some construction on Fifth street. 

You wouldn’t think it was possible to design a new 
sort of nail, but there it was. It’s a kind used, apparently, 
only in cases where it’s to be pulled out again, as in scaf¬ 
folding and other temporary work. 

These nails had two heads each, one in the usual po¬ 
sition and the other about a quarter of an inch lower 
down on the shank. So, when the carpenter drove them 
into the wood they went in only, of course, to the point 
where the lower head came in contact with the surface 
of the plank. And then the remaining quarter-inch and 
the second head projected, all ready for the clawhammer 
when they’re to be yanked out. 

Simple, eh? But why didn’t anybody ever think of 
that one before?

The two New York tabloid pa¬ 
pers, the News and Mirror, and 
possibly some other papers in 
other cities, are running football 
guessing contests for the good of 
their circulation, the popularity of 
which may be judged by the fact 
that the News handled 91,872 
guesses last week at the rate of 
one guess per customer. 

The first prize in each case is 
only $150, and the total of the 
prize money for each paper is 
only $250 a week. 

This is precisely the way that 
the great English football pool 
racket got its start. The thing 
began as a circulation dodge 
shortly after the war. 

As here, there was no entry fee 
at first, but the customers honped 
to the idea with such enthusiasm 
that the papers found themselves 
under an expense for mathemati¬ 
cians and clerks, which cut into 
the profit on the new circulation. 
So "wotto-wotto,” said the pub¬ 
lishers, "this will never do," and 
imposed a small entry fee. And 
they purported, at least, to sweeten 
the prize pot with that portion of 
the fee money which remained 
after the legitimate expense of the 
contest was met. 

Possibly some breakage and 
sweepings adhered to their books, 
but what do we care? 

... 

A BEAUTIFUL RACKET 

In 1928, however, by one of 
those frek book decisions which 
the courts hand down from time 
to time, the harmless newspaper 
guessing contests were declared to 
be illegal on the ground that they 
were not a gamble but a competi¬ 
tion not based on skill. Gambling, 
which is held to be devoid of skill, 
was legal, however, and, at this 
point, the court created the most 
beautiful legal racket in modern 
times, if you will be good enough 
to overlook the stock and bond 
market of our own dear dead era 
of wonderful nonsense which was 
slightly felonous around the edges, 
anyway. 

Get this: Competitions, involv¬ 
ing forecasts, to be legal must be 
based on skill. Gambling enter- 
prizes, although innocent of skill, 
are legal. 

So the newspapers lost their 
baby, which was now turned over 
to a school of professional pro¬ 
moters, mostly bookmakers, to be 
fetched up to enormous size amid 
very immoral conditions. The pool 
racket now employs thousands of 
t tally clerks, mailers and account- 
[ ants to handle a traffic estimated 
at 6,000,000 wagers a week. 

It turns over a total business 
estimated at no less than $150,- 
000,000, and possibly as much as 
$200,000,000, in a season of 36 
weeks. The rackets claim to 
reckon their odds strictly on pari¬ 
mutuel principles and to deduct 
not more than 20 per cent for 
profit and expenses, but, for all 
the law says to the contrary, they 
may take 99 per cent. 

Conscience and business policy 
are their only guides. It is the 
racketeers’ dream of heaven. 

The papers have not mourned 
overmuch, because the rackets now 
spend heavily with them in com¬ 
petitive advertising, and the 6,000,- 
000 customers sustain their circu¬ 
lation by their interest in the ads, 
the football schedules and the re¬ 
sults. 

NO SKILL NEEDED 

The law departments of the 
News, Mirror and such other 
papers as conduct football guess¬ 
ing games in this country may 
know b«tter, but it has always 
been my understanding that any 
guessing contest or other competi¬ 
tion for cash prizes which requires 
the use of a formal coupon and 
thus requires the customer to buy 
a paper is deemed to be a lottery 
and illegal under our postal laws. 

The mere purchase price of the 
paper has been held to constitute 
a gambling stake, a rather nasty 
ruling, as it ignores the rich moral 
and intellectual nutriment of the 
editorials, the comics, the pictures 
and the columns. Broadway, Hol¬ 
lywood,and various, all included in 
the same two cents' worth. It has 
all the earmarks of a dirty dig. 

Skill certainly is no factor in 
these guessing games, and if the 
case of the 11-year-old boy who 
out-guessed a field of 91,872 in 
the News contest last week is not 
convincing evidence, then the expe¬ 
rience of Paul Gallico when he 
was sports editor of the News 
should prove it. Mr. Gallico of¬ 
fered two tickets to the Army- 
Navy game right next to the gen¬ 
eral’s box as the prize one week, 
and awarded them to an Italian 
hodcarrier named Guiseppe some¬ 
thing, who had guessed them all 
correctly. 

But next Saturday, when he went 
with his photographer to take 
Guiseppe's picture, he found the 
seats occupied by a Mr. Goldfarb 
and a Mr. Katz, in coonskin coats, 
who said they had paid Guiseppe 
$100 for them. So Mr. Gallico 
went to Guiseppe's boarding house, 
and Guiseppe said he knew noth¬ 
ing about football, never had seen 
a game, and was going to use the 
$100 to lay off work a whole week 
and see the six-day bike race from 
start to finish.
